Washington, Y. C., Aug. 15.—[ Special.] 
-The National Geographical socfety to- 
day gave out the following descriptions 
of places mentioned in dispatches from 
the European war sone: 

Ramilites (Ra-mee-yee)—A village 
of Belgium between the sources of the 
Little Gheete and the Mehaigne. It was 
here that the allles, under the Duke of 
Marlborough, gained a notable victory 
over the French under Marshal Villeroy 
in May, 1706. The position of the French 
on the high ground around the town was 
marked by the villages of Andekirch on 
the left and Taviers on the right, with 
Offusz and Ramillies forming the center. 
The town stands almost on the water- 
shed of two rivers, and it was here that 
Mariborough decided to deliver hig main 
attack. The French army lost in kilied 
and injured some 15,000, while the allies, 
with the Dutch bearing the brunt of the 
fighting, lost scarcely one-third that 
number. Ramillies is twenty-seven 
miles west of Liege and the ame dis- 
tance southeast of Brussels. It is the 
half-way point between Namur and Tir- 
lemont. é 

Eghesee—A Belgian town ten miles 
north of Namur, on the railroad running 
from Diest southward to Namur, via 
Tirlemont.

The plight of Americans in Berlin ana 
interior- towns ts worse by far than thet 
of the Germans, according to Howard 
Wells, a Berlin, refugee, wo arrived at 
the Hotel Sherman yesterday after a 
hurried flight on the last train to leave 
Berlin Saturday, Aug. 1, on an hour’s no- 
tice by the American consul. Mr. Wells 
was compelled to abandon his household 
goods in a furnished flat and to leave all 
baggage, clothing, and personal belong- 
ings to catch the last train before the 
expected answer of the French foreign 
department to the German ultimatum on 


3 Aug. 1. 


Mr: Wells says he will not return to 
Germany, where for seven years he has 
been a professional pianist. He expects 
to locate in Chicago, and says that unt’!

They say there are 20,000 Amer- 
icans in England alone, and 200,000 on 
the continent.

Not a Barrier, Though.

grow more important and profitable 
yearly. Only it is wise to begin with eyes | 
open to the existing facts. 

The situation in Which Brazil finde itself

Last year about a third of the world's 
supply of rubber was plantation grown; 
in 1914 ft is estimated that fully one-half 
Will come from the plantations.

Chile, big republic of the west coast, 
depends very largely on its enormously 
valuable nitrate deposits and its gre:t | 
mines of copper and other metals. Here- 
tofore Germany has been its best cus- | 
tomer for nitrate, and with that market | 
closed the United Statés will have to in- 
crease its importations, for fertilizing 
purpose, even more rapidly than in the 
last few years, if the Chilean people are 
not to feel the loss severely. 

The Argentine is said to be slowly re- 
covering from a depression which fol- 

" lowed a land boom, such as most of our 
western states have experienced.’ But 
since the chief products of the Argentino 
are enormous quantities of live stock avd 
agricultural prodwets, and since even 
peoples at war must eat, the great zouth- 
ern republic is expected to show prompt 
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eountries the currency question is a more 
or less vital and burning one. 

In Brazil the gold milreis, worth about 
54 cents, is the standard. But there are 
large amounts of depreciated paper cur- 
rency in circulation. 

In the Argentine the depreciation of the 
paper currency has been stopped at about 
44 per cent of its face value, which is 

now apparently fixed at that figure. 

The Chilean standard of value is the 
gold peso, worth about 36% cents in 
American money. The paper peso has 
depreciated until it is now worth only 
about 20 cents.

Argentine Consul General 
Urges U. S. to Extend 
Lines to Latin- America. 


MORE BANKING NEEDED. 


Establishment of branch houses by the 
more important American concerns, the 
confederation of smaller houses for a 
like purpose, or the proper arrangement 
of contracts with agents here, are the 


means through which Ameriwan trade in 


Argentina will continue to grow and pros- 
per. This is the opinion of Consul Ger- 


| eral Richard M. Bartleman of Buenos 
Aires, given yesterday in a communt- 
‘cation to the local bureau ot foreign and 
domestic commerce. 


“The increase in imports from the 
United States for 1018 is noted with con 
siderable satisfaction,’ said the consul 

general. Undoubtedly this result was 
largely brought about by the fact that 
more American business houses have 
come to realize that business here is ob- 
tained through the medium of persona 
representatives on the spot and not by 


the indiscriminate mailing of catalogues, 
especially those printed in the English 
language. 


Many Houses Now Represented. 
A large number of American houses 
now have branch houses or representa- 


tives in Buenos Aires, and the excellence 


of the products which once become estab- 
lished increases rapidly the amount of 
their sales. 

At a means to aid in the extension of 
trade American banking institutions to 
compete with those of European countries 
would be valuable, but doubtless they wild 
come with increased trade and the estab- 
lishmént of more American branch housed 
here. 

“If trade representatives be sent from 
the United States into Argentina it is ab- 
solutely necessary that they come with 
a working knowledge of Spanish. If a 
local firm be chosen to represent the 
American house great care should be 
taken in the selection of such agent and 
there should exist between principal and 
agent a definite agreement as to the-dis- 
tribution of the produce to be handied."’ 


Good Field in Ecuador,

Board of Trade Head Says 
They Are Necessary 
in War Crisis. 


CANBY GIVES VIEWS 


C. H. Canby, president of the Chicago 
board of trade, opposes the closing of 
stock exchanges, owing to the war. He 
issued this statement yesterday: 

The Chicago board of trade, in com- 
mon with all other commercial exchanges 
which handle the producta of the farm, 
is one of the vital necessities in our eco- 
nomic system. To close the market- 
places at the terminal centers would 
bring about disastrous results. The 
commerce of Chicago, as well aa the trade 
and industries of the several states, is 
largely based on the purchasing power 
of the country, and ff the country is de- 
prived of a constant market every day 
for the surplus of our principal crops, 
all the trade and commerce based on the 
purchasing power of producers tHrough- 
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out the country would be seriously af- 
fected. 

Those who suggest that any situa- 
tion or condition would be improved by 
closing the channels of trade would seerr 
to be lacking in information or careless 
in regard to facts. The grain trade o“ 
the United States is the most competitive 
of any in the world. . 

The pre price of wheat in Chi- 
cago from day to day represents prac 
tically the price at the country station 
plus the freight and other expenses con- 
nected with selling the same. On the 
basis of present quotations [about w 
cents] wheat is only 2 or 3 cents away 
from the average price of the past two 
years, based on the actual cost of pro 
duction. Those who are competent to ex- 
press an opinion know that the margin 
of profit to the producer is very mvd- 
erate and any material decline from pres 
ent values would be highly detrimental 
to the farmers of the country. 


Would Be Disastrous. 


“In concluaton, I would repeat that 
there is not a Angle argument im favor 
ofany interruption whatever in the func- 
tlons of marketing our crops; it would be 
disastrous to all concerned. 

“There ie not the slightest evidence to 
my knowledge of any combination or con- 
epiracy to advance the price of our cereal 
crops, and @o far as any information in 
my possession goes, anything abnormal 
in the present situation is simply due tose

Railroad Official and Former News- 
paper Man Succumbs to Heart 
Disease at Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 15.—Major 
Joseph G. Pangborn, widely known rail- 
road official and former newspaper man, 
died here tonight of heart disease after 
an illness of several months. He was 70 
years of age. 

Major Pangborn had been connected 
with the Baltimore and Ohio railroad al- 
most continuously since 1880. He was 
chairman of the world's transportation 
commission, endowed by the late Mar- 
shall Field of Chicagoo, to study trans- 
portation methods in the different coun- 
tries of the globe from the earliest times 
down to the establishment of the com- 
mission in 1804. 

The work lasted nine years and took 
the commission all over the world.

A great many German, 
French, and Italian firms have taken ad- 
vantage of these opportunities and have 
opened cotton gins, shoe factories, brew- 
eries, and glass factories. 

The average duty throughout the Latin- 
American republics levied on imports is 
about 25 per cent ad valorem, except in 
the case of drugs, liquors, and articles of 
luxury. 

These republics are essentially coun- 
tries of export in the line of raw ma- 
terial. They have not reached the higher 
industrial stage of manufacturing. 


“Slapstick”” Methods of No Avail. 

Tue Trisune has received in the last 
few days a great many inquiries what it 
would cost to send a traveling man 
through the Latin-American republics 
and what the expenses would be. The 
Latin-American judges a man by his out- 
ward appearance, and for that reason a 
good deal of care should be taken in se- 
lecting a man. The hall fellow well met 
who slaps a man on the back and tells a 
funny story will not be a success in the 
Latih-American countries. The Latin- 
American prefers to be called on by a man 
of refinement and culture, as with him a 
business transaction is not only a ques- 
tion of dollars and cents but also of 
friendship. 


Living Cost High. 

The actual living expenses in the Cen- 
tral American republics and on the west 
coast of South America are not higher 
than this country except for raliroad fare 
which averages about 5 cents a mile. Usu- 
ally fifty pounds of baggage 18 allowed 
free. Excess fares are high. Ib Argen- 
tina and Brazil it is hard te make ends 
meet under $10 or $12 a day. Rallroad 
fare in both countries is high. |

The first appearance of the United 
States tn the history of the Panama canal 
idea was in 1835, when Henry Clay mtro- 
duced a resolution in the senate which 
resulted in Charles Biddle being sent by 
President Jackson to visit the various 
canal routes proposed and report on their 
relative feasibilities. Biddle reported in 
the following year that he had been so 
struck by the feasibility of the Panama 
route that he had not visited the other 
proposed routes, the Nicaraguan, Darien, 
and Tehuantepec projects. 


Builder of Suez Fails. 

Ferdinand de Lesseps, the builder of 
the Suez canal, formed the Interoceanic 
Canal company in Paris !n 1877 and actual 
work on the canal was started in the 
next year. On Jan. 20, 1880, the De Les- 
seps company, in the presence of a dis- 
tinguished gathering, fired the first blast 
for the tearing away of Culebra hill. De 
Lesseps withdrew from the project in 
1887 when the impossibility of building 
a sea level canal within the estimates 
tweive years became apparent. 

At the seme time it was indicated 
the project could net be completed for 
the estimated cost of 36240, 000, 000, as 
5200, 000. 00 already had deen spent 
The company went into bankruptcy. Ip 
1804 the New Panama Canal company 
started work again, but it practically 
ceased operations after five years of de- 
gsultory work. : 

The United sates in 1004 obtained the 
necessary concession from the new re- 
public of Panama for the pullding of the 
canal and took over the rights and prop- 
erties of the old French company. Actual 
operations started on May 4 of that year, 
Two or three heads of large transporta- 
tion companies in the United States were 
put in charge of the building of the canal 
one after afother at the start of the 
project, but each in turn gave up the 
work and returned home. Finally the 
government put Col. Goethals in charge 
of the operations and under his leader- 
ghip the bulk of the work has been done. 

The first union of the Pacific and At- 
antic waters was on Oct. 10, 1918, when 

ident Wileon touched an electric 
putton in Washington, which exploded 
a enarge under the Gamboa dike.

ROYALREGEPT.ON PLANNED 


Mexico City, Aug. 15.—The national 
capital tonight is in the hands of the 
Constitutionalists. In accordance with 
a prearranged plan Gen. Obregon 
marched in with his army and took peace- 
ful possession of the city this afternoon. 
The citizens greeted him and his soldiers 
with cheers. The evacuation by the Fed- 
erals was completed today and Constitu- 
tionallst troops are now quartered in the 
barracks which the government soldiers 
recently occupied. 

Tomorrow morning eight specia! trains 
will leave for the front carrying a recep- 
tion committee, which will formally wel- 
come Gen. Carranza, first chief of the 
Constitutionalists, who will assume the 
presidency as soon as he enters the capi- 
tal. 


Last of Huerta Regime. 

With the resignation of the military 
governors of the states of Chiapas, Vera 
Cruz, Tabasco, Campeche, and Yucatan, 
the last vestige of the old regime will 
disappear. 

The city everywhere was decorated to- 
day for the occasion. For the first t:me 
in Many months American flags flew be- 
side the Mexican colors. With a view of 
preventing any disturbance Gen. Obregon 
caused to be posted throughout the city a 
decree threatening the immediate execu- 
tion of any officer or enlisted man who 
disturbed public order. 

Crowds early packed the streets and 
waited 8.4 hours to Gen. Obregon’s army 
march to the national palace. 


Throngs Cheer Army. 

As the cavalry, artillery, and infantry 
passed the crowds cheered the men, all 
of whom bore the marks of hard yor 
paigning. Balconies, roofs, and side 
walks were densely crowded from Cha- 
pultepee castie to the national palace, a 
distance of three miles, and the recep- 


by the leaders as an augury of the sup- 
port which the people will give the new 
government. 

The procession was headed by a cavalry 
regiment in command of Gen. Francisco | 
Robles, which acted as an escort to Gen. 
Obregon and his staff. Next came the 
headquarters band and an infantry bri- 
gade under Gen. Juan Cabral, and the 
First regiment, with machine guns, 
brought up the rear of the first section. 

The second section was headed by an 
infantry regiment under Col. Larreaga. 
Th's was followed by the First regimen 
of artillery and the Seventeenth and Fif- 
teenth Sofiora battalions. 


Obregon Reviews Troops. 

Gen. Obregon reviewed the troops from 
‘he baleony of the national palace, after 
which the soldiers were sent to the bar- 
racks. The whole parade passed off in an 
orderly manner, being disturbed only by 
the cheers for Carranza and the Conatitu- 
tionalist cause, 

Since early morning troops lined the 
historic causeway from Tlalnepantla to 
Veronica. It was along this old road that 
Cortes fought the Aztecs nearly four cen- 
turies ago. 

Twelve trains carrying guns munitions, 
and forage aided the army investment. 

It is expected that Gen. Carranza with 
the main body of the army will enter 
Mexico City some time tomorrow.

POSSE CHASING BANDITS 
KILLS SOME OF OWN MEN. 


Pursuers Fire Into Each Other in 
Darkness—Two Robbers Slain, 
but Three Escape.

To be set apart by the ability to stand the shock 
of. cold water has seemed to less vigorous folk an 
unsubstantial claim to immortality. It lacks moral 
sufficiency and is too much made of by the cold 
bather.

Rev. Walter Dwight, S. J., in America. 
the arrogance of early risers. Father Dwight denies 
them heroism and enters into doubt as to their 
intelligence. As a rule he finds them a “ notably 
arrogant set,” appearing to believe that they mov: 
on a “higher ethical plane.” 

Every normal human being, not given ordinarily 
to early rising but being on occasion tempted or 
forced into it, has felt the strange spiritual afflatus, 
the moral patting on the back in consequence 
thereof. The feeling that a good deed has been done 
for a naughty world is inexplicable, but supreme.

In the mining camps they have le; une 
crowded together in barracks, often with - 
in stockades. The transformation in their 
habits of life is similar to that of those 
Tas of American Indians that have at 
mes been rounded up on the plains and 
confined on some prison reservation. The 
natives employed in the mines have with 
them few women. There are almost no 
children. 
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The normal death rate for high grade 
white men in the prime of life fs around 
three per“ thousand. In 1908 the rate 
among the native workers in the mines of 
tue Tranevaal district Was seventy-two 
per thousand, about twenty-four times 
the rate normal for white men of the same 
average ace. 

Since 1908 this rate hes dropped steadily ; 
it reached. twenty-seven.in 1912. This was 
a gratifying improvement, but as thé rate 
amn the ‘negro men working on the 
Panama canal in 1912 was only ten, little 
moré than one-third the Transvaal rate, it 
wae thought that Col. Gorgas could give 
the Transveal operators some cod ad.

G provera to de the most 
important cause of Qeath. In his effortto 
und. a ay out of the pneumonia situa- 
tion, Gorgas drew upon his experience in 
Panama as well as his observation in 
Africe. 

' Pneumonia was most prevalent among 
the “new boys.” The rate among the 
“old boys was leas than one-fourth 
that among the new boys. The negroes 
newly in from their thatched huts and 
Gives of isolation in the wilderness, newly 
herded together in the closely crowded 
men's barracks of the mine, were most 
susceptible to preumonia. Those that 
urvived and those that escaped acquired 
some immunity. 

The practical teaching ‘ot this observa- 
tion is hat neu Boys" should be gradu- 
ally accustomed to the barrack life of 
the mines. They should de éneouraged 
to b their families with them. They 
should be located in separate cabins. They 
should be given work in places that were 
not. dusty mor crowded. If it becomes 
necessary to crowd them, let it be done 
gradually. 


—~- 

The next most important factor in 
pneumonia was crowding. Sometimes the 
crowding was extremely bad. The men 
slept in bunks, and these were arranged 
In tiers. The average amount of floor 
apace per each man was in some instances 
less than.thirty feet. Where crowding 
was at its worst the pneumonia rate was 
highest. 

The practical lesson from this.is that the 
overcrowding. should be done away with; 
that wherever possible the barrack plan 
of housing should be discontinued, and 
that the men should be housed in small 
cottages, preferably with their wives und 
children. 


— — 

It made no difference whether the men 
slept in their wet clothes or not. In 
Panama the laborers often returned from 
their work with their clothes saturated 
by the tropical storms. Some of them 
had no change of clothing. Some elept ip 
their wet clothes. 

The ‘pneunionia rate was no higher 
among the wet clothes group than among 
the. others. In the crowded barracks of 
Panama some of the men had to sleep in 
bunks located in the draft. That group 
had no more pneumonia than the others. 

The next recommendation is that all 
common drinking cups should be done 
away with, and bubbling fountains sub- 
stituted for them 2 all quarters. 


Col. .Gorgas, seviewing the evidence as 
to the value of vaccination against pneu- 
monia, concluded that it had not been of 
service. In the Premier mine there was 
evidence that the pnéumonia. rate had 
been reducéd by vaccination, but else- 
where the evidence was that it hag not 
been successful. 

Gorgas thought it promising, however, 
and he advised that the chamber of mines 
gontinue Wu with it. 


-The,miners suffer Nene from con- 
sumption. In 1012 the consumption dea th 
rate Was 5.65 per thousand, as compared 
with less than one for negro workers in 
the canal zone, 1.03 for men, women and 

m London, and 1.67 for the same 
group in New. Tork. 

However, conditions are even worse 
than that. When u native worker gets 
into, advanced consumption, they have 8 
way of sending him home to dle, as 
the custom with our penitentiaries. wan 
these and other smaller groups were, 
added, the consumption rate was foun: 
to be 10.87. Consumption is about ten 
times as prevalent as in American cities. 
The most Importe at single recommend- 
ation’ made. by Gorgas was against over- 
crowding. Instead of housing men in 
rooms where there were only twenty-five 
square feet of floor apace, none should 
havé lese than fifty, and, as fdr as pos- 
sible, each man should have a cottage. 
It is evident that a larger number of 
persons will be infected when infection is 
introduced into a room in which 100 per- 
soné are living than when introduced into 
a roomin which six persons are living, the 
floor space per capita being the seme iA 
the ‘two cases... 

He recommended careful routine exam- 
ination ofthe sick andailing. In addition 
there the common recommendations

On the subject of hi housing, Col. Gorgas 
reported’ that at present each man has 
fourteen square feet of air space, Four- 
teen square feet of floor space is a apace 
inches 
wide. In ather words if the men were all 
bunked down on the floor, the floor would 
be solidly covered. There would not be 
room to turn over. A 200 pound man will 
occupy all of six by two feet four inches. 

There are no individual lockers for 
clothes, and the men eat in the rooms 
where they sleep. Things were dirty. How 
could they be otherwise. It was among 
the men who live in these barracks that, 
the heavy death rate was found, 
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At the Kiipsprint mine the men are 
housed in the huts, one family toa hut. 
The men at that mine have a death rate 
no. higher than that of the negroes in the 
canal zone. 

Here Col. Gorgas restates his advice 

that one family huts be built and that the 
men be encouraged to bring their families 
along. As it ia, the laborer is dissatisfied, 
qiscontented and dige to leave and go 
baek to their half savage life. 
The ‘companies spend about $4,000,000 
a year recruiting new natives to replace 
those who quit and go back, Col. Gorgas 
advises that this be spent on bet ter hous- 
ing instead. The presence of the fam- 
ilies of the men will prevent them from 
falling into some of the excesses of which 
they are now 2 


The ration of the a natives Col. Gorges 
thoukht faulty: ‘The principal ingredi- 
ents were two pounds of mealie meal and. 
5.82 ounces of meat. The British army 
ration consists of sixteen ounces of 
bread, twelve ounces of meat, and 6 
cents’ worth of vegetables and fruit. The 
native laborer, Gorgas thought, should 
have at least as much meat as the Brit- 
ish soldier, as his work was harder. He 
thought the scurvy he found wes due 
to the excess of mealie meal.

In the earlier days at Panama the food | 
question was a problem. There was ns | 
particular disease among our laborers.

The laborers were encouraged to bring | 
over thelr wives to cook for them. Com- 
pany. stores were established at which 
the. men could buy food at low prices. 
What they were to eat was then left to 
the wife. The plan worked. 

Read thoughtfully this remark of Col. 
Gorgas: 

“The object of this [plan] is to give 
him an abundant food supply in such a 
way that he can vary it as his tastes sug- | 
gest. If you attempt to make a profit on | 
food you by so much defeat the object of | 
your measure.”

As to the liquor question, Col. Gorgas 
thought a closed compound better for 
the men. They were more efficient: | 
they had leas sickness; they were more | 
peaceable, and they enjoyed life more. 
Alcohol] for the native, I betieve, is an 
unmitigated evil. 

On the fifty mile stretch of the isthmian 
zone there was no uniform liquor policy. 
At first there were saloons all along the 
zone. Every little while some engineer 
would petition to have saloons abolished 
in the district where he was responsible 
for the digging. These requests were 
complied with. 

It was not a question of morals or even 
of prohibition. Any man who wanted to 
go out and get liquor and bring it back to 
his home was privileged to do so. It was 
a straight business proposition. The en- 
gineers wanted the work done, and they 
could get it done better without saloons 
than with them. Gradually the none be- 
came “dry.” In 1912 liquor selling was 
abolished: on all the zone, 


—o- 

Col. Gorgas found that there were six- 
ty-two mine hospitals. The average’num- 
ber of patients a year to each was about 
400. This method of hospital service he 
thought wasteful and inefficient. 

Instead he advised one large hospital, 
maintained by the sixty-two mines on the 
basis of the number of men employed by 
each. The amount of money wasted now 
in duplication would be ample to give this 
hospital a full! modern equipment. The 
men would get much better service than 
is now This amalgamated hos- 
pital could afford a grade ct nursing serv- 
ice not now possible. 

The empleyment. of the attending men 
at the hospital and also at the sanitarium 
for the mines should ‘be by the chamber 
of mines and not by the individual mines. 
In this way a uniform standard of sant- 
tation could be maintained in all the 
mines. A mine which. was disposed to be 
neglectful and which therefore was en- 
tailing undue expense, could be forded to 
come up to the 2 

Ca. Gorgas says that the isthmus had 
a pneumonia rate of 43.41 per thousand in 
one month in 1906.

OHNNY COULON ie no longer cham- 
pion bantamweight pugilist of tne 
world, But he is a man of his word, 
and the Working Boys’ home of 
Chicago, over which Father Quille 
presides, is $1.000 richer as the result of 
the bout by which Johnny lost his crown 
at Vernon on June 9 to Kid Williams, 
the rugged little Dane of Baltimore. 
Of course Coulon did not make a dona- 
tion of $1,000 to the Working Boys’ home 
just because he lost the title bout—far 
from it. In fact, one might think he would 
be inclined to keep the money since he had 
lost his championship and the prestige 
and earning power which it gives. But 
Coulon had exacted conditions and had 
given a promise. He made good in a man- 
ner which might shame some persons who 
profess to look down upon pugilism and 
all that pertains to it.

The circumstances, briefly, are that 
Coulon was nagged by Williams’ man- 
ager, Sammy Harris, at a time when 
Coulon felt that he was in no physical con- 
dition to engage in a contest of skill and 
strength. Harris finally went a step far- 
ther, offering Coulon $500 to get into the 
ring against Williams. Later he in- 
creased the bid to $1,000, Of course John- 
ny did not look good to the public during 
this time, but when he was ready to battle 
he remembered the previous taunts and 
acted accordingly. 

Coulon positively would not agree to 
meet Williams unless Harris made good 
the former boast of being willing to pay 
$1,000 to get him into the ring. 80 Har- 
ris had to come across.”

while Williams received $2,500, minus

ARTICLE IV. 


OT much can be 
said of reels. For 
all kinds of angling 
I use a good, old. 
standard,  triple- 
multiplying reel, 
perhaps sonéwhat 
heavy, but reliable 
and effective. The 
choice of a reel is 
a good deal a mat- 
ter of individual 
taste. Buta cheap, 
small, inconse- 
quential reel should 
never be used. Such 
reels have a bad 
habit of getting 

out of order at critical times. 
I have never attempted the automatic 
reels, although they may be very good 


after the angler becomes used to them. 
I have noticed that a few anglers, other- 


wise of good efficiency, pull in their trout 
hand over hand, looping the line as it 
comes in. This method seems ewkward 


and not nearly as effective as to reel the 


line in over 4 good reel. With such a 
reel the angler can always keep ahead of 
his trout, so that it will not, escape 
through a slackened line. In this method 
he has the full play of the rod, ranging 
over many feet, and yielding to the 
it. Held in the hand, 
the Une has no flexible factor of safety 
For these reasons a full multiplying ree! 
is needed. 


The subject of fies Phe been treated in 
desultory fashion throughout ese pa- 
pers, and not much can be added. Flies 
should be mounted on eyed hooks, unless 
the angler be incapacitated from tying 
such files on his leader. In such case he 
may use the snelled files. 

These last are very unsatisfactory in 
many respects, and I have long since dis- 
carded them, except for occasional! use. 

The snell is always dry, when it is tied 
to the leader, and because of this the 
enell may break before it becomes prop- 
erly soaked. i 

Many files are whipped off in this way, 
and many more are broken off by the first 
trout that seizes the fly. 

Then again, the fly with its anell, may 


have been made up for two or three years, 


and the snell be debilitated with age. 

The loop in the snell adds a litile of 
unnecessary disturbance to the water in 
making a cast. 

The angler who has thoroughly fami - 
jarized himself with the use of eyed 
flies will never return to the snelled flies 
The leader used on such a fly is always 
well soaked when it is tied to the fly, 
and this prevents breakage. If the leader 
at the place of tying becomes weakened 
the fly can be cut off and a new knot 
made. The snelled files are brittle and 
unsafe. 


One of the great! neee the world. 
herself a practical angler, eays that while 
she makes for the trade an infinitely 
greater number of the snelled files, yet 
the eyed fly is the most sensible and prac- 
tical dy to use. 

A most bewildering aspertment of flies 
confronts the angler. |

Trout adopt all of these 
methode with the artificial fly. 

The trout who uses ite tail as a flail to 
disable the fly is frequently hooked by the 
tall. It be be ¢ trout of size, he will, when 
hooked in any other place than the mouth, 
put up a most ferocious battle Thetrout 
that comes down head first on a fly is 
usually hooked for good. In reeling in 
a trout and playing him for the fina! act 
the angler never should assume that the 
trout is well hooked. The assumption 
should rather be that the hook has buta 
frail tenure with the trout and that the 
slightest unnecessary strain may cause 
his escape. Failure to observe this prin- 
ciple has lost many a good trout. 


A hooked ent tank have his head in 
the water in order to have full scope for 
all hie energies. If he is hooked ina dan- 
gerously brushy spot, and the line can be 
shortened #o that the angler can hold its 
head just above the water ald keep it 
there until the landing net can be placed 
under it, the chance for escape will be 
small. Once on a time I dropped a worm 
in the center of some crossed timbers of 
an old mill, where the open space was 
only about three feet in diameter. A 
three pound trout majestically moved out 
from under the timbers and engulfed the 
worm—not hurriedly, but with an air of 
austere dignity impossible of description, 
I had a creel over my shoulder, but no 
landing net, and his escape seemed immi- 
nent. But I pulled his head above water 
and held it there for a few seconds, until 
I could take the creel from my shoulder 
and sink it under him; and then, having 
him in the creel, I threw creel and rod 
ashore and, falling upon this trout, I 
pinned him to earth, past all escape. 


At nightfall 8 ade move from 
the deeper water to shallows, in order to 
feed, and will then take the fly more 
freely. 

A trout that has concealed himself so 
that he cannot see about him very well 
is much more apt to take the fy than a 
trout in open water. 

The trout in the open has perhaps seen 
the fly, under frequent casts, s'owly ap- 
proaching, and has had a chance to ap- 
praise its value, or has observed to him- 
self that it is unnatural that a naturel and 
edible fly should continue to alight on the 
water and then fly up with such unvary- 
ing regularity. So by the time it reaches 
his striking range he is prepared to treat 
it with disdainful contempt. 

But take this same trout concealed 
under a log, or a rock, or some grass. and 
have the fly, suddenly and without warn- 
ing. fall delicately on the water within 
his juriediction—he may forget his cau- 
tion and all the lessons of experience. It 
is hard for a trout to resist a quick temp- 
tation, one that he is not given time to 
reason about. For these reasons it 10 
diMicult to take trout with a fly from open 
spring ponds, although now and then in 
such’ a pond all the trout seem to ‘be 
simultaneously attacked by a fatal cre- 
dulity. '

windy days, or in jungles,

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HE man with 10,000 eyes might have been a fit- 
ting title for Richelicu, the greatest cardinal of 
France. Perhaps no man in the history of the 
world has risen from such a humble origin to an 

equal height of wealth and power and has held that 
power until death caused him to loos-n his grasp. And 
he maintained his position solely because of his system 
of espionage, the most wonderful organization of its kind 
ever perfccted. 

A greater detective than Sherlock Holmes, because of 
his thousands of spies, Richelieu knew what the king of 
Spain ate for breakfast, what Marie de Medici was plot- 
ting against him and where the more important of the 
bourgeois spent thcir Sunday afternoons. He had the 
qualities of a great detective. He was sagacious and 
‘uspicious; he had an analytical mind; he was cold and 
cruel, but a man of action and fearless when beset by 

rils. 

dichelieu is described by one writer as a man “of 
steel and flame,” by another as cold and hard, a soul 
of steel in a fragile frame.“ He was mercilcss in his 
vengeance and he was able to thwart his enemies simply 
because his spics informed him of all the inner workings 
of each cabal before even the plotters themselves had 
perfected their plans. 

At the height of his power he was supposed to have 
had a spy in the inner circles of all the courts of Europe, 


in the household of every family of importance in Paris. 


Che French court was filled with his creatures, male and 
female, old and young. His expenses for many years 
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Cardinal Richelieu Organized the Greatest Secret Service System in History; Paid Millions to 
Spies, and Was Called the Man with 10,000 Eyes. He Had the Qualities of a Great Detective 
for He Was Sagacious and Suspicious, Cold, Cruel and Crafty, but Fearless in Action. 


amounted to a sum equal to $4,000,000 a year of our 
money, and much of this was paid to men and women 
who brought bim information. 

The great cardinal-duc had this advantage over his 
ehemies: he could say to a young provincial who had 
come to court and had worked his way into the good 
graces of the king, “ Report to me everything you sce 
or hear and I can make you not only rich but powerful; 
fail me and I will crush you.” And the young man had 
before him only too many examples of the terrible 
weight of Richelieu's hate. 

Information or lack of information meant life or death 
to Richelieu; probably at no time during the cighteen 
years be was prime minister was he free from danger. 
And once he had faltered, once he had shown signs of 
weakness, he would have been set upon and dragged down 
as a band of curs pull down a wounded bear. 

If at any instant during all those years be had al- 
lowed his enemies to surround him in any but a public 
place he would have been murdered then and there. 
And the murderers probably would never have been pun- 
ished: for this cold, severe, imp’acable man was not one 
to inspire friendship. He was kept in power by the king 
because the ostensible ruler of France needed his 
extraordinary ability in the arts of peace and war. But 
when the news of his death was brought to Louis, the 
king remarked coldly, “ There is a great politician dead,” 
and turned away without a sign of sorrow. 

Richelicu belonged to that race of poor, proud, and 
greedy French country gentlemen who led the strenuous 
life of the sixteenth century. His father, a bold, ready, 
and not overscrupulous fighter, died so heavily in debt 
that it was necessary to put in pledge his collar of the 
Order of the Holy Ghost to pay his funeral expenses. 
Richelieu died the richest man in France. 

R 
Began as Bishop of Lucon. 

The young Armand Jean du Plessis de Richelieu was 
given a good education and at the age of 22 was given 
the bishopric of Lucon and was duly consecrated. 

During his residence at Lucon the young bishop: from 
time to time visited Paris in order to gain the con- 
fidence of the men in power, and as a result obtained his 
first chance to display his ability before the French pub- 


On Oct. 28, 1641, the last—properly so-called ata tes 


‘general assembled, and among its members wag a man, 
not yet 80, who was destined so to strengthen the French 


monarchy that for nearly 200 years the representatives 
of the French people were not again convened. 

The bishop of Lacon was chosen as spokesman of the 
clergy, and so pleasing was his address to the queen- 
mother that he immediately entered her circle of favorites. 


As a result, two years later he was appointed as one of 
the king's secretaries state under Concini. 

With the fall of Concini fell Richelien’s ambitious 
plans. He saved his bead, but he was foreed to resign 
Lis office, and, as be puts it, was exiled to his bishopric. 
Then for seven years he did not play an important part 
in French politics. 

Luckily for Richelieu, Luynes, the king's favorite, an 
enemy of the cardinal’s, died, so that when a rapproche- 
ment was engineered between the party of Marie de 
Medici and that of Louis, Richelieu rode into office again. 

Once he had entered the ministry tLe cardinal’s ad- 
vance. was rapid. His undoubted energy and wisdom, 
bis fitness for the office, gain d him the leading position 
in the council. Then for eighteen years, by means of his 
system of spies, he managed to hold his place as prime 
minister and to gain more and more power as his ability 
was recognized by the king, and his own enemies fell. one 
by one before the merciless churchman. 

His policy may be expressed in his own words : we | 
never venture to undertake anything until I have thor- 
oughly considered it; but, when once I have formed a 
resolution, I go straight to my object; I overthrow every- 
thing and cut ‘down everything; and then I cover all 
with my scarlet robe.” 

The taking of La Rochelle was the crowning military 
feat performed by the cardinal-duc. In 1625 the Hugue- 
nots in Upper Languedoc were in open revolt. ‘The 
Huguenot refuge city of La Rochelle had long felt that 
Fort Louis, which threatened their city, must be destroyed, 
and they formed an alliance with the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, who promised the assistance of Nngland in an at- 
tack on the Royalists. After hesitating somewhat about 
declaring war on one of their own French cities, Riche- 
lieu took up the work of besieging La Rochelle with great 
energy. He established a camp around the city that 
was a model camp for that age; the camp, he says, “ waa 
a convent; the siege an act of faith.”

The cardinal himself became general, chief engineer, 
and paymaster. With the belp of his engineers he started 
the great mole. that effectually. bottled up the city. 

The population of the city swelled by the zealous Hugue- 


nots of the surrounding country numbered 30,000, and 


they were a race of fierce and intrepid corsairs, hardened 
to fatigue-and danger, aceystomed to live in a state of a 
perpetual, siege in order to preserve their freedom of wor- 
ship. Such men were not to be conquered easily; starva- 
don alone defeated them, and there were terrible days 
within the walls of the ancient city. The weak and aged 


died by thousands; the strong maintained life by eating 


shell Ben. grass, stewed: hides, and leather, Resi 


worse food. Near the end of the siege the old men, wom- 
en, and children were drivenggut of the city—they must 
be fed but they could not fight. 

This pitiable band reached the royalists lines, but the 
steel hearted cardinal turned them back and they starved 
to death between the two lines. After being besieged 
for fourtcen months La Rochelle capitulated to hunger. 
More than 15,000 of the city’s inhabitants had died: less 
than 200 of her heroic fighting men remained. Never 
again did a French city stand up against the monarchy 
until in 1789 Paris swept that ancient institution away. 

& 
W omen Spies in His Pay. 

Throughout this siege Richelieu received reports from 
his spies in Paris. Naturally even the most pafnstaking 
of modern historians is unable to discover the identity 
of more than a very small number of these creaturcs of 
the cardinals. It is stated that Charles de la M 
leraye, captain of the queen mother’s guard, Denys Bout- 
Lillier, the private secretary, and Saint Simon, the king’s 
gentleman in waiting, were spies for the cardinal. 

The opposing forces in these court intrigues often were 
led by beautiful feminine captains. Richelieu, although a 
decidedly handsome man, never was able—and,. indeed, 
probably never tried—to win over the women of the 
court by any other means than offers of suitable rewards 
either in power or money, but he had in his pay a num- 
ber of fethinine spies. Mlle. de OChemerault, a charming 
young maid. of honor and a friend of Mile. de Hautefort, 
the king’s platonic friend, reported daily to Mme. Maline, 
who in turn reported to the cardinal. 

The plots formed against Richelieu during his prime 
ministership are too numerous to mention, but he weath- 
ered all storms, great and small. In 1626 Mme. de Chev- 
reuse, as beautiful as she was immoral, started a con- 
spiracy to prevent the marriage of the king’s young 


‘brother with Mademoiselle de Montpensier. They decided 


to kill the carJinal, to throw the King into prison, and, 
in the event of his death, to marry his younger brother 
to the queen. 

Then the cardinal acted. The governor of the king’s 
brother was thrown into prison, M. d’Aligre, the chan- 
cellor, was disgraced, and the Duc de Vendome and his 


taken attempt to aid him kidnaped the public executioner, 
but Lis place was taken by a condemned wretch from the 
prison. The victim of the cardinal’s vengeance received 
one stroke of the sword and thirty-four blows of a cooper’s 
ax. At the twentieth blow young Chalais still groaned 
“Jesus Maria,” and a shudder of pity ran through the 
crowd.

Pitiless Unto Death. 

To the end Richelieu fought conspiracies. CGjnq-Mars, 
the son of Marshal d’Effiat, had been introduced at court 
by. the cardinal and his fortunes had been advanced by 
his powerful patron. This ungrateful young man con- 
spired with Gaston, the king’s brother, and others and 
they made a secret treaty with Spain, agreeing to give 
up to that country all the territory that the cardinal had 
won for France. 

In January, 1642, the king started for the south to 
take part in the campaign in Catalonia, but Richelieu, 
then so ill that he was unable to sign his name, was forced 
to abandon the expedition, leaving the king in the hands of 
his new favorite, Cing-Mars. The latter endeavored in 
every way to poison the king’s mind against his minister, 
but Richelieu’s spies were busy and they brought to bim 
a copy of the secret Spanish treaty. Cinq-Mars and De 
Thou, a son of the great French historian, and a friend 
of the new favorite, were arrested. Both of them were 
tried, found guilty, and later executed 

Late in August of 1642, but a short time before his 
death Richelieu started up the Rhone on his way from 
Tarascon to Paris. He was too weak to travel by carriage 
—sometimes he traveled by water and sometimes he was 
borne in a litter. At the houses where they stopped an 
opening was knocked in the wall big enough to admit the 
litter and it was then carried into the room where the 
cardinal slept.

squares, with entirely even edges. 

The napkins are first made ready by 
finishing with a hemstitched hem about 
seven-eighths of an inch deep. Draw 
threads to form a square ten inches 
across. That is, two inches from each 
edge cut a thread to draw from the ent- 
ting. Do not draw through from outer 
edge to outer edge, as is often done on 
table covers. With accurate measuring it 
is easy to cut the threads exactly. About 
six or seven should be drawn. 

Now turn in an eighth of an inch on all 
sides and baste down the hems so the fold 
comes exactly at the first drawn thread. 
The corners must be mitred to avoid bulk- 
mess. Some really good needlewomen 
have difficulty in mitreing neatly, so 1 
shall give a few directions. 

Mitred corners are made by joining two 
bias edges to form an angle. Thie line 
must form an exact slope from the outer 
edge of the napkin at each corner to the 
inner edge of the hem when basted in 
places at the drawn threads. Turn the 
edges as for hems and crease hard. Open 
the material, fold the corner toward the 
center, and crease where the lines cross. 
Cut the corner off, allowing an eighth of 
an inch for turning Fold the hems down 
all around, bringing the mitred corners 
together, and baste neatly. 

Your square is now ready to hemstitch. 
This is done in two ways, from left te 
right, with the hem held away from you, 
and vice versa. I find it easier to hold 
the hem towerd me, working on the side 
on which it is turned up. 

Take a few stitches on the Inside of hem 


mitred and hemmed corners and working 
from right to left. Slip your needle un- 
der five or six threads, acco. ling to the 
fineness of the linen, draw it around the 
threads on the hem side, and, putting the 
needle down again where it was first in- 
serted, bring it out through the middle of 
the group of threads and catch a small 
stitch in the hem. Draw in firmly and 
evenly until the thread through the center 
pulls the first thread down close to the 
hem, then insert the needle under five or 
six more threada, bring it around and in 
through the middle of the threads inte 
the hem as before. Repeat until the sides 
are all finished. 

For a napkin the other edge of the 
drawn threads are also hematitched. This 
is much easier to do as the groups of 
threads are already formed. Catch just 
enough of the material te form a neat 
even edge. You may bematitoh on either 
the wrong or right gide of the linen. Some 
can make the edge look better ore way, 
some another. 

You are now ready to insert the filet 
square. This is set diagonally in one cor- 
ner a little above the hem. If your design 
demands it the square may be put in with 
one of the straight edges directly across 
the corner but the effect ie better to have 
it form a diamond with one point on a line 
with the point of the corner. 

Baste the square into place on the right 
side of the napkin, stitch firmly into place 
by close running and back stiches, or bet- 
ter yet, with the machine cut away the 
limen underneath the square and stitch 
again close to the first row, but catching 
e linen.

, ANDY eating instead of being a 
? rather unwholesome amusement 
may be a valuable way of keeping 
up the body’s energy and heat, a 


constant task perfarmed through right 
eating. 

Women who do not like to cook or do any 
sort of domestic work find candy making 
delightful and entertaining work, after 
‘they have once learned a little about un- 
cooked candies and how to boil sugar. 
Boys and girls are always ready to try 
their bands at it. To possess nice home 
made candy of one’s own making is 
nearly always a stimulus to generosity 
whereas that purchased is more likely to 
be hoarded or at any rate not given away. 

The expense of the raw materials is only 
about one-sixth or even but one-tenth per 
pound of what good candies cost. The 
cheap or school“ candies almost al- 
Ways contains products anything but nu- 
‘tritive, and if much is eaten will in a few 
months or years weaken the digestive 
powers of children in a truly criminal 
manner. 

Eaten between meals candy lessens ap- 
petite and may truly ‘undermine the 
health. Eaten as dessert or as a part of 
the meal—say a fudge or chocolate cream 


sandwich—it may be counted upon as 
furnishing a definite and worth while part 
of the nutriment. 

Sugar, so widely spread in plants, has 
only been a staple article of food for 
about a century, although honey has 
probably been known ever since men and 
bears could steal from bees. Sugar is 
probably destined to have a more precise 
and well understood place in the diet in 
the future than it has now when it is 
eaten so hit or missly. 

Three heaping tablespoons of sugar or 
a little more than three-fourthe of an 
ounce yields as much nutrition, measured 
by the heat and energy unit, as each of 
a long list of much more bulky foods. For 
instance, it yields as much as a small 
lamb chop, a small piece of beefsteak, 
an ordinary serving of boiled leg of mut- 
toh, a small pork chop, two small serv- 
ings of turkey, one large egg, five serv- 
ings of string beans, one small serving of 
baked beans, all the edible portion of an 
ordinary cabbage, two servings of green 
peas, one good sized baked potato, two 
apples, one large banana, one large 
orange, a small glass of milk, etc. 

Some of the foods of about the same 
bulk as the three heaping teaspoons of 
sugar, which yield the same amount of 
heat and energy when eaten and assimi- 
lated are: Three large dates, three large 
prunes, one ounce of raisins, one ordinary 
pat of butter, one and a half cubic inches 
of all the rich cheeses, etc. 


Barley Sugar. 
Wash one-half of pearl barley and cover 
it with two quarts of cold water. Bring 
to a boil, skim, cover kettle and cook 
over a low fire—simmering burner—from 
two to three hours. Eat with cooked bar- 
ley for breakfast. Pour off half a cup 
of the liquid part, strain it, and add to it 
one cup of sugar, stirring and dissolving 
ihe sugar over a little fire until it boils. 
This will spin a thread two feet long be- 
fore it cooks at all. Cook until this thread 
will spin long without breaking, and 
when dropped in cold water will keep its 
form no matter how fine it is, so that you 
can make bow knots and other forms on 
the bottom of the glass or dish of water. 
Pour into small gr muffin tin or 
on to a greased plate. The little round 
cakes, about one-half inch thick may be 
stuck on sticks for “all-day suckers.“ 
They can be stretched and pulled in a 
pleasant way as can the cake on the 
plate and cut into small twisted pieces, 
- ete, 
This is a soft, bland candy without 
any added flavoring. Some caution is 
needed to keep it from boiling up in the 
pan, and it must be allowed to run out 
without any help of spoon when it is done, 
otherwise it will crystalize as it will do 
after standing a few days. It isa good 
candy to eat a few hours or even an hour 
after it is made. It is simple enough for 


orange or to taste, made into balls and 
dipped in chocolates for chocolate creams. 
This fondant will be light and creamy 
even im the hands of an amateur, while 
the cooked fondant is more likely to be 
heavy and soggy. A good many adapta- 
ticne may be made with it by adding 
fruit, combining it with chocolate, etc. 


Pecan Pralines. 


The praline is just a sugar cake which 
usually contains nuts or cocoanut. It is 
easily and quickly made, and after a little 
practice nice formscan be made, or it may 
be turned into round molds, although the 
edges are prettiest if formed by the 

reading sirup. To make pecan pralines 
cut up about half a pound of nuts into 
pieces, some small and some larger, or 
even use a few half nut meats. Dissolve 
two pounds of brown sugar with four 
tablespoons of water and bring slowly to 
a boil over a little flre, stirring so that 
the sugar will be thoroughly dissolved. 
Skim if necessary, and when it is boiling 
all over throw in the pecans and let cook 
about three minutes, or until the sugar 
spins a thread. Pour out in small cakes 
er in one large one, which may be cut up 
in squares. The small cakes are the 
truest pralines. Be careful not to stir at 


all, or only the least bit after it is done, 


‘for it quickly turns toa rocky mass. The 


cakes sugar off as they cool. Cocoanut.) 


pralines are made in the same way, using 
white'sugar and freshly grated cocoanuts.

HERE is no moon and the blackness of 
T the night is solidified by a dripping 

fog. Your lookouts forward, aft, and 

aloft. might as well be belew, for the 
enemy might drift within a cable’s length of 
you unseen and, were he not under the same 
Landicap, rake you with a broadside. 

It is useless to strain your eyes; so you 
strain your ears. Listen! Can you hear it? 
It is not the washing of the water against 
your sides—its rhythm is surer than that. 

You say something in a whisper to the 
officer at your side. He repeats the com- 
mand and the electric searchlight is switched 
on. Tonight ite shaft cuts“ go sharp slice out 
ef the darkness. Instead k delves weekly 


into the fog and ts lost. It is a glimmer 
rather than a glare. Aided by the futile 
searchlight you may see a few yards over side. 
North, south, east, and west the feeble beam 
shifts, slowly boxing the compass. Then it 
stops, pointing seaward. There is nothing to 
do but wait—while the thrumming each sec- 
ond grows louder. 

The fog curtain parts and suddenly the 
shaft of the searchlight spite out. In the 
wide circle at the shaft'’s far end a slender 
gray ghost of a vessel is framed, low in the, 
water, its bow hidden la a mantle of spindrift. 
You do not have to give the command now. 
The big guns of your broadside thunder. 
Sma ler ones bark. Machine guns rattle. 
But the frame at the sbaft'’s end already is 
empty. With a derisive flip of ber propellers 
the gray ghost has gone back into the fog— 
for her a more potent protection than all your 
armor plates. 

What happens next depends on the aim of 
the men aboard the vanished ghost ship and 
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destroyer have passed far beyond the stage 
of eperiment. They do not have to depend 
on the naval tLeorist’s pen and paper esti- 
mate of their prowess, nor even on their in- 
Giyidual record of hits scored on flimsy, in- 
animate targets. Their accomplishments in 
the way of destruction in the Russo-Japanese 
war changed all that. 


Nor is the value of the torpedo boat the 
only thing the naval officers today tave 
learned from that grim conflict of the east 
with the west. After the battle of Tsu-shima, 
in which Admiral Rozhdestvensky’s fleet was 
crushed by the Japanese fleet under Admiral 
Togo—the first fleet action on a large scale 
since the disappearance of the wooden man- 
o’-war and tLe general advent of the rifled 
gun—they knew just what knocks steel plates 
might be expected to stand, just what blows 
the various types of big guns might be ex- 
pected to deliver, just what advantage should 
come of superior speed. 

Statesmen, too, the men behind the battling 
armies and navies, are drawing inferences from 
that great war which held the world stage 
in 1904-5 and are alive to the realization that 
a decisive engagement at sea may end the 
war before it is well under way ashore. 

~~ 


It was the sea fighting that really whipped 
Russia. The battle of Tsu-shima, disrupting 
her last fleet, forced ber to yield just at a 
time when her land forces were perfected in 
organization, schooled under fire, and ready 
to advance a million strong on the Japanese. 
So it was not the queer little cross eyed gods 
to which Japan gave thanks, but to her bril- 
liant little admiral, Togo, that credit for her 
victory belongs. 

The opening of hosti‘ities, early in Feb- 
ruary, 1904, found the maln Russian squadron 
at anchor in Port Arthur. There had been 
no forma! declarations of war, but officers and 
men of the Russian vessels knew trouble was 
coming. Therefore they were making the 
most of their last few days in port. 

While the Russians were making merry 
Togo’s fleet, in war paint and cleared for 
action, stealthily skirted the Korean coast. 
South of Chemulpo the fleet was met bp a 
scouting Japanese gunboat, which brought 
newe that the Russian ships had just returned

to celebrate some more. Ashore Admiral 
Starck, commander of the Russian fleet, was 
giving a birthday party for bis wife. His 
captains and chief officers were at the party. 
It seemed almost brutal excess of discipline 
to keep the few junior officers aboard ship. 
And the juniors sulked or slumbered. 

Into the harbor swept the Japanese tor 
pedo boats, in single fle. They were letting 
themselves out now, racing at better than 
thirty miles an hour; as swift as lightning 
and as terrible. Like lightning they, struck, 
while the most alert of the sleepy Russian 
lookouts was calling an astonished warning. 
As the little craft circled around the harbor 
each let fly her torpeda. Then out again te 
sea. 

A rain of shot and shell spurted from the 
sides of the surprised warships—after the 
torpedo flotilla was out of range. When the 
Russians came to take stock of themselves 
the battleships Tsarevitch and Retvizan and 
the croleer Pallada, torpedoed, were sinking 
and rating for shoal water in the inner har 
bor. 

Twenty miles away the torpedo boats 
slowed down and exchanged notes. Scouts 


were sent in to {nvestigate what damage had 


been done and returned with the report that 
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At daylight Admiral Starck’s wife's birth- 
day party broke up. The sound of cannon- 
ading had not been permitted to interfere with 


it. Ie the disgruntled juniors had taken to mid- 


might target practice to pass away the time, 
what matter? Or perbaps they had been 
firing a salute to a warship just come from 
Durope. Or perhaps there had been a false 
alarm, given by some scatter brain, of an at- 
tack by the Japanese. 

When they reached the water's edge A. 
mire] Starck and his official staff of merry- 
makers gave their eyes an extra rub. The 
three finest vessels of their fleet, with great 
holes torn in their armor plate, were resting 
on the bottom! Seven miles off the harbor 
were three Japanese cruisers, sent on scout 
duty by Admiral Togo. The Russians weighed 
their lumbering, antiquated anchors and 
started in pursuit. The Boyarin, a small 
twenty-two knot cruiser, outstripped the rest 
of the fleet. She saw first the wisps of smoke 
on the borison which told of the presence of 
a stronger force of the enemy and scurried 
back with the news, fring her stern guns as 
she ran. 


The enemy was quite a distance away, 80 


Admiral Starck ordered hig vessels back ta 


the outer harbor. Consequently when the 
Japanese fleet drew up in battle line the slow 
process of weighing anchor had to be gone 
over. Togo kept at a distance and used oaly 
his big guns. His gunners did not waste a 
shot. The flagship Petropaulovsk and the big 
battleship Polta va were hit several times and 
the cruisers Diana, Askold, and Novik were 
badly damaged. 

Thus in one day Admiral Togo had made 
it practically certain the Russian ships would 
not venture across to shell the coast towas 
of Japan, nor would they be likely to escort 
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time to time, were practically unscathed. In 
the course of one of these long distance en- 
gagements, on feb. 25, two Russian destroy- 
ers were caught sneaking toward the harbor 
and one of them was sunk. 

~~ 


The Russians did not assume the offensive 
until Admiral Makaroff, possessor of a wide 
reputation as a sea strategist and a fine rec 
ord for bravery, came to relieve Admiral 
Starck of the command. Under his direction 
six torpedo boats patrolled the harbor ap 


proach each night and occasional sorties were 
made. 

The morning of April 18, following a night 
action in which a Russian destroyer bad been 
sunk, the Japanese lured Makaroff. ten miles 
from shore, then commenced te pepper him 
at long range. In the midst of the engage 
ment the Petropaulovsk, with Admiral Maka- 
roff on board, blew up. Seven bundred men 
perisLed with the “fighting admiral.” Days 
later, when the news reached the enemy by 


a roundabout coarse, the Japanese sailors paid 


@ remarkable tribute to Makaroff, a man 
whose ability and courage they had been quick 
to recognize. They mourned him as if he had 
been one of their own leaders. 


“Bare 
Two other destroyers, damaged in the battle, 
were beached. 
Next the Japanese put a quietus on the 
Viadivostok squadron. On Aug. 14 Admiral 
Kamimura, guarding the straits between 
Japan and Corea, engaged three Russian 
cruisers and in a running fight lasting five 
hours sunk the Rurik. In that action the 
Russians used shells so old and so far de- 
teriorated that when they struck the decks of 
the enemy’s vessels many of them failed to 
explode.

More than 16.000 miles away was Admiral 
Rozhdestvensky with the Russian Baltic fleet, 
consisting of seven battleships, five Grat class 
cruisers, three second class cruisers, and 
twelve destroyers. On Oct. 14, 1004, tle 
Baltic fleet left Libau for the Pacifie to face 
Admiral Togo. On the way it was joined by 
Admiral Nebogatoff’s squadron of one sea- 
going battleship, three coast defense battle- 
ships, and one first class cruiser.

Basing the opinion of the verbiage of the 
advertisements, the posters, and other 
advertising devices used in Chicago, it 
would seem that the chief aim of Joseph 
and His Brethren” is to persuade the 
public that the entertainment is an acted 
play and not the filmed counterfeit of 
one.

The leaders in the suffrage movement 
‘In Chicago have generously consented to 


have children of their own or have adopt- 
ed them. 

Mrs. Sherman Booth, one of the women 
who were largely responsible for the suc- 
cessful passage of the suffrage bill at 
Springfield says: 

When a woman marries then is the 
time for her to begin her career in good 
earnest. With the improvements which 
make the management of the modern 
home so simple a matter the wotman of 
today who attends to her own household 
without the help of a maid cannot possl- 
bly occupy more than one-half of her 
time with her household duties. The 
remainder of her time she can expend on 
her work. The woman who employs 8 
maid may devote even more time to it. 
Bhe is independent; she is her own man- 
With the sympathy and approval 
of her, husband in her work she will be 
Able to accomplish more perhaps than 
she did before her marriage.” 

Mrs. Ida Darling Engelke, the first 
vice president. of the Chicago Political 
Equality league, was a teacher in one 
of the high schools of the city when she 
married and gave up her profession at 
that time. So she speaks from her own 


“I wanted to keep on with my profes- 
sion but my husband urged me to leave 
it,” says Mrs. Engelke, and aa I thought 
there could not be a division of opinion 
on so important a matter between hus- 
band and wife, I gave up teaching. I 
loved it and it was a trial at first, for 1 
did not have enough to fj my time. Later 
my little girl came and then I became 
interested in the civic and suffrage work 
in the city. Since that time I find more 
than erough to fill my days, and J now 
feel that it was the right thing for me to 
do to give up my profession for it made 
room for a beginner. Generally it is bet- 
ter for a woman to give up her profession 
when she marries and turn to other lines 
of work through which she may be of 
service to the community.”

Mrs. charlotte C. Rhodus, president of 
the Woman's party of Cook county is the 
mother of three boys. She believes a 
woman should continue in her wer after 
Marriage anda husband has no mo right 
to criticise her desire for that work than 
she has to urge him to change his plan of 
life and embark on some other occupation. 


I believe in the economic independence | 


of the wife as the correct basis for mar- 
riage,” says Mrs. Rhodus. “ All women 
have the right to continue their profes- 
sion or business after they marry until 
they have children.

seed themselves and need little attention, 
keeping the borders gay and going until 
the outburst of the autumn flowers.

William Jennings 
Bryan, secretary of state and an elder in 
the Presbyterian denomination, {s presi- 
dent of the board of trustees and takes an 
active interest in the Bible conference. 

The only test applied to speakers who 
appear on the platform of the Winona 
conference or of those held in the various 
cities is that they shal! affirm their belief 
in the deity of Christ and in the tnspira- 
tion of the Bible as the word of God.

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ae This Is the Legal Aid’s Busy Month. 


By Inez Travers. 
HETHER it is that quality in 
humap nature that makes for 
peevishness during hot weather 
or whether it is just happen- 
stance is not known, but August is the 
busy month of the year for the Legal Aid 
society. Its average these days is 125 
cases from 9 a. m. until4p.m. The line 
of people reaching from the society’s door 
to the elevator represents every known 
nationality and race. After one’s ear be- 
comes accustomed to this modern babel 
one is struck by the thought that no- 
where else on earth would it be possible 
to find so varied a collection of people 
in so small a space. 
The Legal Aid society is a charity plus, 
for it ‘gives, as all other organized chari- 
tles give, something for nothing to the 


needy, tangible assistance, and to this it 
adds an intangible benefit, that of sup- 
plementing ignorance with enlighten- 
ment. It procures the owner's rights 
for him gratis and removes from him for- 
ever that feeling of bewilderment that a 
strange land and its confusing laws im- 
posed upon him. 

Its object is threefold; first, to assist in 
securing legal protection against injus- 
tice for those who are unable to protect 
themselves; second, to take cognizance of 
the working of existing laws and methods 
of procedure and to suggest improve- 
ments; third, to propose new and better 
laws and to make efforts towards secur- 
ing their enactment. 

That the society is helpful beyond the 
dreams even of its founders will be easy 
to realize when one thinks that its work 
has increased 83 per centin two years. It

gives aid of all descriptions, from the 
collection of wager to the adjustment of 
domestic relations. All commercial and 
criminal cases under its jurisdiction are 
cobsidered closed as soon as the client is 
satisfied, but the domestic cases are never 
closed as far as the society’s watchful- 
ness is co ; many of them have 
been carried years with a success- 
ful settlement at last due to the patience 
and ingenuity of the society's workers.

OST of us who have attained a certain age and experience must 
have noticed that eontaet with the world of fashion in which 
persons with social aspirations are striving to take a place has 
quite different effects upon different people. Some natures 
are developed and improved; these have the inestimable fae- 
ulty of choosing the good and leaving the bad. Others seem 
destined to be attracted only by the more petty aspects of the 
social plane to which they aspire, they ape the vices of the 
more highly placed, and leave their real merits unregarded. 
Lack of judgment, combined with want of good nature, often 
leads this class into the most ridiculous of blunders. They 
are apt, for instance, to imitate the hauteur of manner which 
sometimes distinguishes those whose place is secure in an old 
society, forgetful that this seeming coldness is often quite un- 

intentional and but the natural result of deference paid by generation after 

generation to real worth recognized and appreciated; that it is often indeed 
but the expression of a diffidence or shyness which in a lower plane might 
result in awkwardness and gaucherie. 

Such snobs make the corresponding mistake of failing to recognize real 
affability when they meet it, and are of all people the first to show their re- 
sentment at the efforts of others of their own station to share in what they 
regard as their own good fortune. This class of snob indeed is apt to feel 
insulted merely by being addressed by a stranger; jumping at once to the 
conclusion that anyone speaking to them is seeking some advantage for him- 
self. The class is as common as it is offensive. 

It is only a little while since I met such a snob in Paris. She was an Amer- 
ican lady, and her performance is another reminder that snobbery is no ques- 
tion of one sex or of one nationality. I knew her very well and always 
thought that she seemed to take a rather inordinate pleasure ii the society of 
smart and socially important people. But I was quite unprepared for the 
disastrous nature of the faux pas into which her snobbish feelings led her on 
this occasion. 

She and I were present at a very important musical reception, at which 
Reinhardt and other great artists of the operatie stage were singing. The 
salon was crowded, and my friend found herself sitting next to a foreign lady 
whom she had never met and whose name she did not know. During an inter- 
mission this lady spoke to my friend kindly and genially about the weather. 
Her remarks were obviously only the well-bred offer of a stranger to enter 
into conversation with her neighbor. 

I was sitting near and was much amused to see the horror and disgust de- 
picted on my friend’s face at being addressed by a stranger — a stranger, too, 
who from her appearance was quite undistinguished. Her manner at once 
became of a most imposing iciness; she stared contemptuously for a moment 
at the lady who had thus ventured to address her without an introduction; 
then turned away her head without a word. She obviously thought she was 
crushing her neighbor by the mere weight of her own social importanee. 


Y amusement was turned to delight when, during the next intermission, it 

became evident that our hostess had noticed the incident. She came 
across the room and said to my American friend: “Allow me to have the 
pleasure of presenting you to Her Highness the Princess Rospolo.” 

The gods may have smiled at the change of expression which came over the 
face of my friend. For a time she sat as if overwhelmed at what she had 
done. But she at last recovered heart of grace and her behavior only served 
to show the depth and completeness of her snobbery. When once she had 
realized the rank of her neighbor the poor Princess had no peace for the rest 
of the evening. 

One aspect of, this class of snobbery, has always struck me as particularly 
offensive. What right, for example, had my friend to suppose that she would 
meet anyone at our hostess’s house with whom she would lose caste in ex- 
changing a remark on the weather? Her conduct was more than a tacit re- 
proach that she had been invited to meet people whom she should not be 
expected to know. That indeed was the ease, only the grievance, if any, was 
the princess’s. 

The incident, too, is a reminder of the ill-nature which is part of the true 
snob’s character as well as the superlative value of that civility which costs 
nothing, There is an old story which like most old stories perfectly illus- 
trates the point. An old lady, it was noticed, took to bowing at the name of 
Satan whenever it was mentioned in the church service. Her clergyman at 
last felt it his duty to remonstrate, “Well,” replied the old lady, “aftey all, 
there’s no harm in being civil. Besides, vou never know what may happen.”

wrong and the right are always to be found side by side and that most of ys 
are able to make the choice between them for ourselve’. We may sufferfrom 
the bane, but the antidote is generally at hand. And just as the swamp and 
the jungle which hatch the fever and the ague offer the quinine and the salj- 
eine which are a cure for both, so if we clear our vision and look out for they 
we may always find kindness and sympathy, good faith and singleness of pur- 
pose to compensate us for the heartlessness and cruelty, selfishness aud false 
pride which also flourish side by side with the better products of an imperfect 
humanity.
